The train service over the C. & E. 
line has been very satisfactory during

the past winter. Trains have run 
There have been very few 
delays and practically no complaints. 


This is owing to the fact that since the

slow winter time began on the main 
line the attempt at close connections 
has been abandoned and the C. & E. 
Besides, of 
as ynuch 


train ran on its own time. 
course, there has not been 
traffic to handle during the winter as 
was during last summer or as will be 
during the coming summer. It is in 
regard to the coming summer the 
Baise would like to say a word. It 
is already apparent that there will be 
very heavy travel and traffic over this 
line ; probably much heavier than last 
season, and this means that if the at- 
tempt is made to carry on the busi- 
ness with only the same train service as 
last year there will be still greater dis 
satisfaction with the service than exist- 
ed last year. As most of the travel 
comes from and goes to the east it is 
altogether desirable that close connec- 
tions should be made at Calgary to and 
from the east if the change to summer 
time will admit; but it is altogether 
undesirable that trains should come in 
here at uncertain hours in the night, 
depending for their time not only upon 
contingencies on the main line, but als» 
governed by a congestion of the traffic 
on the branch. There has been some 
talk of putting on three mixed trains 
per week in order to meet the increase 
of traffic. While this would be a gain 
in rome ways it would be no gain in 
convenience to ordinary trayellers or in 
distribution of the mails. What would 
be most to the advantage of the country 
would be to continue the present service 
of two trains a week, but make them 
passenger trains, or really mixed 
trains, and not what they are now, 
slow freight trains with a passenger 
coach attached. By making the run 
between Calgary and Edmonton at 
passenger speed, with suitable accom- 
modation on the train for all classes of 
passengers, the trip to Edmonton would 
be one of the most if not the most at- 
tractive in the country for travellers 
and sight-seers generally —men of means 
and possible investors. There is no 
question that the present service isa 
strong detriment to this class of people 
travelling over the line, and that such 
travel is less now than when the line 
was opened. Even if a late start was 
mule from Calgary the run through 
would be made in daylight and all 
pointe on the line would feel the 
benefit. There is no part of the C.P.R. 
system that is paying better than the 
KAmonton branch in proportion to 
outlay. There is no part .of the coun- 
try that is filling up as quickly with 
settlers, and therefore there is no part 
that is better entitled to an adequate 
and progressive train service, which 
will not only supply but keep a little 
ahead of actual requirements so as to 
permit and encourage progress.

Error or Buuueriy, 
* Sin,-Permit me through the col- 
umnes of the Buisetix to advise the 
farmers to bluestone their oats and 
hurley before sowing this spring. 
Where these are not badly affected 
one pound of bluestone to (10) ten 
bushels is eufficient but if very smutty 
one pound to five or seven bushels 


should lee used, 


In all cases use one and a half pails 
of water to each pound of bluestone, 
and seed should be strongly mixed 
while bluestone is being applied. 

Except in two cases of barley which 
were very smutty, one pound to ten 
bushels gave good results on experi- 
mental farm last year.

SUPREME COURT JUDGMENTS. 
EIGHT LIEN SUITS, 


Fraser & Co., Plaintiffs, vs. F. H. Peters, 
W. Hardisty and C. F. Strang trustee, 
defendants. 

B. Graham, Richard Hayes, William 
Lockhart, P. Royce, J. E. Lambert,

The point involved in these cases is very 

important and for the first time arose in the 

Northwest Territories. They were tried 

during the May sittings of 1893 and the 

reserved judgments were given this week. 

The contest was between the estate of F. 

H. Peters and the lien holders,the trustees 

of the estate claiming that the liens were 

not binding because *‘ the mechanics ordin- 
ance was ultra vires the Northwest legisla- 
ture, also claiming that the assignment took 

recedence over the liens. The plaintiffs 

a the lien holders admitted that ‘‘ the 

mechanics lien ordinance” was ultra vires 

as far as the validity of the same were con- 
cerned because the Dominion legislature 
could alone control registration,but contend- 
ed that such being the case the liens still 
existed and were valid and that registration 
was simply a means to prolong the life of 
the lien. His lordship held that the con- 
tention of the plaintiffs was correct and 
gave judgment first to all wage earners for 

30 days wages, 2nd all other lien holders 

and wage earners as to wages over 30 days 

to rank pro rata on the balance in court, 3rd 

the balance to be a judgment against F. H: 

Peters. He gave the plaintiffs their costs 

also costs to E. V. Hardisty. The defence 

of the trustee of the estate was dismissed 
without costs against the money in court.

A large meeting of the Patrons of Iudustry 
residing south of the river was held at Bro. 
Thomas Daly's, Clover Bar, on Tuesday last 
for the purpose of forming a county associa- 
tion and the election of necessary officers. 
Delegates were present from the different 
subordinate associations. R. Dinwocdie 
chairman, and T. Daly secretary of the 
meeting. The following otticers were elect- 
ed for the year: President, R. Dinwoodie ; 
vice-president, W. Keith; sec.-treas., T. 
Hyslop ; sentinel, Mr. Bell; guide D. 8. 
Fulton ; organiser, P. Ottewell. The new 
county association will be named South Ed- 
monton and will meet at that place on the 
second Saturday in each month at 2 p.m. 
sharp, first meeting to be on the 2nd Satur- 
day in May. 

After discussing various subjects -the fol- 
lowing resolutions were passed unami- 
mously :— 

Ist. That this meeting does not approve 
of the scheme by which the Government 
would give 35,000 acres of land to the town 
of Edmonton or any other corporation for 
the construction of a bridge or for any other 
purpose, as we, the patrons of industry of 
South Edmonton, believe that all public 
lands held by the government should be 
given to actual settlers only. Also that as 
residents of the Northwest Territories we 
pay more money per head into the treasury 
than the people of the east, yet in that part 
of our Dominion the government spends 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in places 
where a barren land musk-ox could not find 
food enough to live on for two months in the 
year ; and we are thoroughly convinced that 
a traffic bridge across the Saskatchewan at 
Edmonton is badly needed ; but as it isa 
public work we believe that the government 
should pay the whole cost out of the general 
revenue of the Dominion. 

2ad. That it is the opinion of the farmers 
assembled that at the next meeting of the 
Legislative Assembly an absolute exemption 


law should be passed similar to that passed 
in Manitoba.
